March 15 (CP).—Control of profits in excess 
of an allowed maximum by taxation on a steeply grad¬ 
uated scale and distribution of the balance, has been 
proposed by Hon. H. H. Stevens to the Price Spreads Com- 
mision. it was learned today.

The “ Disarmament 
definitely failed. Oreat Britain did everything 
In her power to make It a success. She has. 
indeed, been the practical Influence In all sessions 
of that Conference*, being, the only nation to give 
gesture after gesture of disarmament by reduced 
military and naval estimates, and In the latter 
instance by refraining from building up to the 
requirements permitted by the London Naval 
Treaty. All those efforts have failed. There is a 
swing in the other direction. There is a new re¬ 
arming of the Oreat Powers, and there does not 
seem, for the moment, to be any international 
action possible to prevent this course being 
followed. 

The Vnited States has this year increased her 
budget for naval, military and air purposes by 
$180,000,000; Oern^fcy’s Increase If $184,000,000: 
Frances. $52,000,000; Japan’s. $24,000,000. and 
Italy*s, $27,000,000. In reply to these appropriations 
Great Britain, which had relatively fallen behind 
other nations in Insurance for national security, 
has now Increased her appropriation by $51.- 
000,000. The budget for arms for the nations 
mentioned for the present year is in all $2,814.- 
000.000, an Increase over last year of $371,000,000. 
This Is not due to any reaction to the Disarma¬ 
ment Conference and Its recent failure, but to 
political.happenings and international apprehen¬ 
sions. For the time being, and possibly loi 
years to come, there is an upward curve in the 
outlays for defensive purposes. There is some¬ 
thing in progress resembling the old-time race 
in competitive armaments. 

The lesson of what is happening is that no one 
nation can determine what shall be <kme abmtt 
disarmament, and that the possibility of a pro-, 
gresslve policy in this respect Is affected by 
circumstances which may arise at any moment 
and which cannot be governed by any set discus¬ 
sion between representatives of nations, no matter 
how desirous they ail may be in the cause of peace. 
Great Britain has found out that there is no 
solitary road to safety. She cannot go on disarm¬ 
ing while other Powers are increasing their arma¬ 
ments. It is all a somewhat sad commentary on 
the method of putting Into practice the theories 
held by the proponents of International sanctions 
A hew way must be found, in the realm of educa¬ 
tion, or otherwise, to bring about anything 
respecting permanent peace to a troubled world. 


THE ETHIOPIAN DISPUTE 


Negotiations are still in progress at Addis 
Ababa between Italy and Ethiopia, and the fact 
that they continue has somewhat relieved the 
tension evident a few weeks ago. A few battalions 
of Fascist militiamen and some battalions of 
Blackshirts have been dispatched to Italian 
Somaliland as a precautionary measure, but the 
two divisions of troops held in readiness to go to 
Africa have not yet embarked. There are good 
grounds for hoping that the present frontier 
dispute will not reach an acute form and that 
it will be settled in a diplomatic way. 

Italy, after a period of thought, docs not view 
with particular confidence the possibility of a 
prolonged campaign In the mountains of Ethiopia 
and the deserts of Somaliland. It would prove a 
costly venture for Italy and one that could 
hardly be Justified by the result, which would 
presumably be an Italian victory, but bought at 
too TiMVy $ JirTce and one that wntiM mean 
setback to the economic prosperity of the country. 
It is assumed, therefore, that Italy is carrying 
into the present negotiations a spirit of good 
will. There are. of course, considerations of na¬ 
tional pride on both sides. In the Ethiopian case 
there is also the question of dynastic prestige. 
The British and French Governments, interested 
because of the territory they govern In the 
vicinity of the Ethiopian frontier, have everything 
to gain by influencing both parties to the dispute 
tojTactt a peaceful settlemenf. 

Italy’s proposal. In "the' meantime. 


recorded. 8o rapid is the progress being made 
in the mineral industry in that province that it 
is predicted that in a comparatively few years

Ontario’s mineral production 
now IS* greater than that of her farms, it is three 
times as much as the pulp and paper mills, eight 
times as much as sawmills and forty-five times as 
much as fisheries. The mining Industry now em¬ 
ploys 75,000 workmen, represents a capital invest¬ 
ment of $900,000,000 and pays out $80,000,000 a 
year in salaries and wages. 

There is no cause for pessimism in a country 
where such development is in progress. The story 
of mining during the past few years, and espe- 
cally gold mining, points the moral of what 
individual enterprise and initiative can do. It is 
a complete answer to the argument that the 8tate 
alone should develop the natural resources of a 
country. The Inspiration to advancement Is the 
spirit of individualism. Development by collec 
tivism would simply mean the extension of 
bureaucratic control to outlandish proportions, 
and a waste of moneys that Is rarely evidenced 
where business perspicacity alone is responsible 
for management. The pioneering spirit that has 
made the mining industry in this country and 
that is opening up for present *nd future gene¬ 
rations the natural wealth of this Dominion, 
could never be fostered by Socialism. That 
political doctrine, as all experience goes to show, 
is one of talk and not of deed

This is a period of time when in almost every 
country there fs an emotion-ridden electorate, 
and perhaps public opinion was never less stable 
than it is today. That is the reason why the 
political outlook is uncertain. The rising genera¬ 
tion In its outlook on politics has a chameleon 
mind. It may be one thing today and another 
tomorroi*. Very many youthlUl voters, who are 
finding their names on the electoral lists, repre¬ 
sent those who have no party allegiance.

NEW YORK. March 15.—Con¬ 
struction of the first ocean airway— 
an 8500-mile aerial span reaching a 
third of the way around the globe, 
to bridge the Pacific from Callfomta 
to the Orient—gotten under way by 
Jr T. Trtppe, president of the Pan- 
American Airways System on Mon¬ 
day last, is undoubtedly the greatest 
aeronautical project ever 
taken. 

The project eclipses even the re¬ 
markable pioneering achievements 
of Pan-American in establishing the 
highly organised air services which 
now link the United States with 
thirty-two countries and colonies of 
the West Indies, Central and South 
America.
